James Kenepp was found buried 
beneath e trunks in the baggage 
ear, his head crushed.

— baggage car, the first in the 
rain to leave the tracks, had. been 
earried by the momentum to. the 
east side of the trestle and had fal- 
len down the fill, turning complete- 
ly over and landing right side up, 
minus its trucks, which were left 
on the

Kenepp was caught at one end by 
the trunks and baggage and buried 
beneath them. 

The smoker, following immediate- 
ly after the baggage car, was prac- 
tleally destroyed when the chair 
car fell-upon the rear half of it. 
The bodies of Rev. Moody and Fred 
Reese were taken from that part 
of the wreck. Reese was caught 
in the rear end and was dead when 
found. 

PASTOR KILLED. 

Rev. Mr. Moody was found with 
his head pinned to the car by a hat 
hook. A hole was chopped in the 
top of the car that was then lying 
on its side in order to reméve his 
body. It was with great difficnity 
that he was taken from the wreck- 
age, for he was a big man, weighing 
about 300 pounds. Only shortly be- 
fore the crash he had left his wife 
in the chair car to enjoy what 


Almost ten hours after the cars 
tumbled from the trestle, W. J. 
Davies, probably fatally injured.

BRIEFED FACTS ON STATE 


AMENDMENTS TO AID VOTERS. 


Following is a brief analysis of the twenty amendments to 
the State constitution that are to be voted upon tomorrow, to- 
gether with suggestions on how to vote: 


(1.) ALIEN LAND LAW. The amendment ‘ss intended to check 
Japanese industrial invasion by forbidding them to lease land in Cali- 


clusion of Japanese laborers, but believes that immigration restrictions 
must be enacted by Congress. The adoption of this amendment would 
set the State up in opposition to the Federal government. It could never 
be repealed except by direct vote. VOTE “NO.” 


(2.) PROHIBITION ENFORCEMENT. Wine growers of the State 
called for this referendum on the Harris Enforcement Act as passed by 
the last Legislature. The Times thinks they made a mistake by so doing, 
because, if the act passes by vote of the people, the Legislature cannot 
modify it to make it conform to any prohibition act the Federal govern- 
ment may adopt in the future. As it stands, the Harris act prohibits the 
manufacture, selling, serving or possession of liquor containing more than 
1% per cent alcohol. If it becomes a law a double search will be neces- 
sary for State and national prohibition enforcement. VOTE “NO.” 


(3.) SALARIES OF JUSTICES. This initiatory measure would in- 
crease salaries of Supreme Court justices from $8000 to $10,000 a year, 
and District Court justices fom $7000 to $9000 a year. Under the con- 
stitution such increases can only be made by the people. The Times be- 
lieves the increases are justified by the —— cost of living and other rea- 
sons. VOTE “YES.”

defeated in the last Legislature by only two votes. The Times is of the 
opinion that they should make a fresh assault upon the Legislature in- 
stead of appealing to the whole electorate. VOTE “NO.” 

(6.) COMPULSORY VACCINATION. At every session of the Leg- 
islature in recent years a bill prohibiting compulsory vaccination has 
been introduced. The State Board of Health is strongly in favor of com- 
pulsory vaccination to prevent the spread of smallpox. The Legislature 
should be able to handle this matter much better than the voters. VOTE 
“NO.” 

(7.) PROHIBITING VIVISECTION. Antivivisectionists have varied 
their biennial appeal to the Legislature for a law prohibiting the vivi- 
section of animals by circulating an antivivisection initiative petition. An 
antivivisection law passed the Legislature in 1915 and was much less 
drastic than the present bill, but was vetoed by Gov. Johnson. The Times 
doubts if the antivivisectionists have progressed by switching from edu- 
cation and legislative appeal to an initiatory measure. VOTE “NO.” 


(8.) POISON ACT. This is a referendum against a bill which places 
the use of narcotic drugs in the hands of certain schools of physicians 
under supervision of the State Board of Pharmacy. The protest against 
the bill is based upon an amendment of one section which deprives osteo- 
paths of the right to administer anesthetics. The proposition asks the 
electors to decide a highly technical quwestion. The osteopaths might have 
made better progress by appealing to the Legislature to reopen the ob- 
jectionable section. VOTE “NO.” 

(9.) HIGHWAY BONDS. This initiative deals with nasteaion the 
sale of highway bonds. State Treasurer Richardson has asked the voters 
not to approve it because he thinks the present downward tendericy of 
interest rates makes it unnecessary. He thinks it might prevent the sale 
of $28,000,000 worth of bonds yet unsold. He believes that by payment 
of commissions the highway bond tax rate could be made 5 per cent. 
The Times agrees with him that this rate should suffice. VOTE “NO.” 


(10.) CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. The Times believes that 
this amendment, which would empower the Legislature to call a conven- 
tion and draft a new constitution, is not submitted In faith because 
it was drawn last year by the State machine to afford the ure an 
excuse for not supporting the efficiency and economy bill. <A constitu- 
tional convention would cause uncertainty regarding the future organic 
law of the State and would discourage the investment of outside capital.

This amendment proposes to place poll 
tax of $4 on all alien residents between 21 and 60 years of age. The argu- 
ment is that many of them avoided military duty and should be penalized | 
for so doing. The net revenue from such a measure would not be more 
than $500,000 a year and The Times seriously doubts that the revenue 
would justify the unrest and turmoil it might occasion. VOTE “NO.” 


(12.) STATE UNIVERSITY TAX. It is proposed that an ad valorem 
tax on all property taxable for general county purposes be levied to pro- 
vide additional money for the State university. The money would be 
devoted to a good purpose, but it is the opening wedge to the assessment 
of an ad valorem tax to support the State government. The Legislature 
is the proper place to settle this question. VOTE “NO.” 


(13.) COMMUNITY PROPERTY. Four community property bille 
were passed by the last Legislature at the urgent request of a feminine 
lobby. Gov. Stephens vetoed three and signed one. It is against this one 
is directed.

munity Property Act has called forth a storm of protest from banks, trust 
companies and investment companies and various organizations interested 
in the economic welfare and development of the State. VOTE “NO.” 
(14.) INSURANCE ACT. This proposition is a referendum against 
a law passed by the Legislature which prevents an emplovee of a State 
bank or any subsidiary corporation organized by such bank from acting 
as department manager or general agent for any insurance company in 
the State. The proponents maintain that banks have no right to engage 
in the insurance business; tbat it is not legitimate for them to make one 
profit on a mortgage loan and another by writing insurance on the prop- 
erty covered by the loan. VOTE “NO.” 


(15.) IRRIGATION DISTRICT ACT. The Legislature changed the 
irrigation act to require a majority instead of a two-thirds vote to organ- 
ize an irrigation district. -This is a referendum against the bill and is an- 
other question which lawyers and irrigation experts are best able to de- 
cide. Ninety per cent of the voters are not personally interested in irri- 
gation. The Legislature should decide such matters. VOTE “NO.” 
(16.) SCHOOL SYSTEM. This is an initiative measure which would 
increase high school and elementary teachers’ pay $270 a year beyond 
what they are already paid by city or county. The apportionment of 
public school money should be left to the Legislature. It is not a ques- 
tion of how much teachers shall get, but what part of their pay shal! 
come from the State treasury. The Times cannot indorse this appeal to 
the electors on a question concerning which they are imperfectly in- 
formed. VOTE “NO.” 

(17.) ABSENT VOTERS. This is a resubmission by the Legislature 
of a measure dating back to 1918, which would allow voters to cast their 
ballots in other than their home precincts. It has some commendable 
features, but the confusion it would cause outweighs the good points. 
The measure was rejected two years ago by a big majority. VOTE “No.” 


(18.) EXEMPTING ORPHANAGPES. It is proposed by the Legis- 
lature that lands and buildings of orphanages be exempted from taxa- 
tion. The present law permits city and county boards to levy nominal 
assessments against such property, and The Times believes that exemp- 
tions can best be made by city and county boards, taking into considera- 
tion local conditions. VOTE “NO.” 

(19.) AID TO INSTITUTIONS. This measure would authorize the 
Legislature to grant aid to institutions maintained for the support of 
children of a father physically incapacitated by permanent disability or 
suffering from tuberculosis to a degree which prevents him from follow- 
ing a gainful occupation. No opposition to this amendment has de- 
veloped. It is to be considered solely upon its merits. VOTE “YES.” 
(20.) LAND VALUE TAXATION. This is a single-tax initiative 
amendment under camouflage. It requires that all public revenues be 
raised by taxing land values exclusive of improvement. If the law were 
in effect 9 per cent of the assessed valuation of land in this State would 
have to be paid out by its owners this year as taxes. Add to this 6 per 
cent on the investment and there would be a fixed charge of 15 per cent 
a year on the value of the land.

RENT HOGS DESPERATE. 


Angered at Adverse Publicity, Landlords 
Now Terrorizing Tennants. 


Rent hogs who hope to 
hoodwink Uncle Sam by a 
long list of extras charged to 
the tenant are to have their 
cases looked into, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Internal 
Revenue Collector Carter. 
Armed with a choice list 
of rent hogs who are said to 
be balking at nothing in their 
greedy grab to pad their bank 
accounts, a number of income 
tax collectors will take the 
field this week to pay unex- 
pected calls on the housing 
profiteers. 

According to reports made 
the collector, it is the practice 
ef many  apartment-house 
owners or operators to charge 
in the guise of extras for a 
score of needed appurtenances 
to living. The monthly rental, 
as the game is played, “only 
covers the use of the room or 
apartments. Extra is charged 
for telephone service, laundry, 
gas, electric light, and even 
toilet paper. The collector 
holds that return must be 
made of all income received 
from these sources.

The rent hog, angered at the pub- 
licity. which has been given him, is 
now resorting to a more velled 
method of raising rents, it became 
known yesterday.

business days of October notifying 
tenants that the owners of the prop- 
erties they occupy desire to have 
them vacated.

thereby intensifying the struggle for 
the remaining rental properties, as 
the plan in every case evicts a family. 
TERRORIZES TENANTS. 

It is not uncommon for the land- 
lord to use this method of throwing 
terror into the heart of renters and 
forcing them to come to him-and beg 
to be allowed to pay more rent and 
stay where they are. After tenants 
have seen a dozen or more prospec- 
tive purchasers look over the place 
in which they are living, they begin 
to get very nervous and are often 
thrown into even more of a panic 
than the situation warrants It is 
then that the landlord is in position 
to sit back and wait for the tenant 
to come to him, 

Another refinement of cruelty to 
which the tenant is being forced to 
submit this season is that of sending 
in a renewal of his expiring lease 
with the figures raised to twice or 
even three times what they were a 
few years ago. Scores of families 
are thus kept in a state of ty 
and uncertainty. } 
Another device of the landlord in 
these peak times for rental prices is 
to make only long-term leases. In 
many cases properties which were 
held from month to month are being 
signed up for at double the old rates 
for a period of one year or even 
more. 
This refiects the very genera! fee}- 
ing among property owners that the 
rent hog has somewhat overplayed 
his hand and that the reaction may 
prove as disastrous as the fever was 
exhilarating.

Returned Missionaries Tell Story of 
Dark Continent 


CURED TONDENE. 

REDLANDS, Oct. 81.—The Rev. 
and Mrs. P. A. McDiarmid, who for 
Several years have been stationed 
at Sona Bata, Africa, in the Beigian 
Congo, as missionaries, are here on 
their furlough. They expect to re- 
turn to Africa in the spring, as they 
will then have consumed more than 
@ year on the trip. 


“What we are trying ee 
do,” said Rev McDiarmid yesterday 
while in the city, “is to raise a wall 
of Christianity aeross the middle of 
Africa to stop the sweep of Mo- 
hammedaniem over the whole of 
that continent. We have started the 
wall from both coasts, one from the 
east coast and ours from the west 
coast. Each year we are coming 
closer to each other, and ~— year 
in 


Rev. Mr. McDiarmid says that the 
African races are wonderfully in- 
telligent in some respects and eager 
to learn. He told of being received 
by one chief who had several! thou- 
sand wives; the chief himself did 
not know just how many wives he 
He used them as collateral, 
Or money, selling them and trading 
them for things he wanted. 

The McDiarmids are at a station 
which ministers to a territory 250 
miles square. Their nearest mis- 
sionary neighbors are on the coast 
about 250 miles away. They say that 
the climate is bearable most of the 
time, and that pdrt of the time it 
is delightful. The station is now 
well established, but a doctor is 
needed there very much, also a 
nurse, another man and his wife as

CHINESE COAL 
BEDS EXTENSIVE. 


One Province Has Enough to 
Supply the W orld. 


Consortium Will Bring Fuel 
to Market. 


Should Strengthen Influence 
of America: 


(BY CABLE—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
NEW #YORK, Oct. 31.—With the 
pronounced shortage of coal and the 
unprecedentedly high retail price, 
it is interesting to learn that in 
one Chinese province alone there is 
enough coal to supply the whole 


world for 600 years and that the in- 
ternational consortium of bankers 
recently signed in New York will 
bring the coal to market. 
This information was given in an 
interview by Dr. W. L. Beard, presi- 
dent of the American college at 
Foochow, China, who has but recent- 
ly arrived in America. 
Dr. Beard discussed the consort- 
ium as viewed from the inside of 
China, the relations of the United 
States and Japan to China and the 
general political situation in China. 
It is interesting to know that Dr. 
Beard states that lessens 
Japan's infiuence (in China) affords 
greater scope of opportunity for 
American influence, also “if Japan 
should today adopt toward China 
the same policy that America has, I 
see no reason why the two nations 
(Japan and Chins) should not be 
Close allies.” 
OF ADVANTAGE TO CHINA. 
In his interview Dr. Beard sald: 
“The consortium should be of very 
great advantage to the Chinese. This 
consortium differs from others in 
this: The money loaned by bankers 
of England, France, Japan and 
America can be used only in helping 
China develop her natural resources 
—bullding railroads, opening mines, 
erecting manufacturing establish- 
ments, etc. Formerly unscrupulous 
officials could borrow money on the 
railroads and mines and other na- | 
tional assets as securities and much 
of the money went into private 
kete—250,000,000 yen has been 
rrowed from Japan alone by of- 
ficiais who ve no account of the 
disposal of the money. China is the 
richest nation on the globe—there is 
coal enough in Shansi province alone 
to last the wholew orld 500 years. 
“One of her greatest needs is capi- 
tal with which to array these re- 
sources. 
“Thomas W. Lapoont, of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., was successful 
in his visit to Japan and China last 
spring in bringing the Chinese busi- 
ness men to see the advantage of re 
stricting the use of loans; it cleared 
the minds of the Chinese students so 
as to convince them of the altruistic 
character of the consortium’s object 
and he was also successful in get ed 
the Japanese to waive their objec- 
tions and come into the consortium. 
The consortium’s agent, I suppose, 
fg on his way to China now, to re- 


side there. I look for much help 
to come to China from the con- 
sortium.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 381.—The 
8157 national banks of the country 
reported a gross revenue of $1,109,- 
000,000, or 24 per cent on their cap- 
ital, for the fiscal year ended last 
June 30, said a statement today by 
John Skelton Williams, comptrolier 
of the currency. This, Mr. Williams 
said, was a new high record. 

Only five banks went into the 
hands of receivers duri the year, 
a record exceeded only by that os 
the year before, when there were 
no failures. 

Mr. Williams deciared the nation- 
al banks had met the severe test of- 
war and reconstruction in a way 
that proved their ?—e strength and 
the wisdom and fidelity of those 
who direct them. 

“The facts and figures,”’ he added. 
“must give the American people 
and the world, increased confidence 
in the safety and power of the 
banking and business interests of 
this country.” 

Earnings of the banks came 
ly from interest and @iscount. 
Williams said, although $97,000,000 
was obtained from exchange ‘and 
collection charges and otjer mis- 
cellaneous sources.

The shrinkage in the value of 
our principal commodities and ar- 
ticles of production during the fiscal 
year, ended October 31,” Mr. Wil- 
liams said. “is the greatest in com- 
mercial history, not only in amount 
but tn the proportion of the decline 
to former values. It amounts to 
billions of dollars. No six yéars in 
the history of the world have 
brought convulsions and changes so 
tremendous or intense.

NATURE’S WONDERS. 


“NOMADS OF NORTH” REVELS 
JN SCENIC MARVELS.

When Thomas Carlyle wrote of 
“the open secret,” meaning nature, 
he never dreamed of motion pic- 
tu _ of course, or of the directors’ 
guessing the riddle of how to make 
use of her secrets to increase their 
vividness and realism. And _ even 
now, it would seem, that open secret 
is only just beginning to be guessed 
by them. 

To be sure, they've always used 
their little made-to-order snow- 
storms when the girl was turned out 
of doors in her misery cloak, and the 
villain couldn't seem to do a darned 
thing without thunder and light- 
ning and there were other 
evidences of an awakening—but it 
has remained for the directors of 
these latter days to use the forces 
of nature really to send home 4 
dramatic javelin. 

Griffith did it tremendously in 
“Way Down East,” in those last 
breath-taking scenes of the ice-jam 
and the water falls, when Barthel- 
mess rescues Lillian Gish. And now 


tremendously realistic forest fire 
scenes which I am sure have ever 
been filmed, gives us a background 
for the big dramatic moment of 
“Nomads of the North,”’ when Lewis 
9. Stone as “Corporal O'Connor,” un- 
willingly drags Raoul Challoner and 
his wife from their primitive home 
in the north woods after a search 
for Raoul, who has killed a man in 
self defense. 

If that scene had lasted much 
longer, I'm sure dozens would have 
been in hysterics. So fearfully real 
is that fire, you can fairly hear the 
roar, and where in pictures will you 
find a more striking touch than that 
pitiful fright of the wild things of 
the wood, the mountain lions, the 
wolves, the smaller creatures, the 
escape of some of them into the tiny 
lake, with one lion crawling franti- 
cally back into the biaze, and with 
the climax, the dread death call of 
one lone wolf surrounded by the 
flames? 

“Nomads of the North” packed 
them in at the Kinema-all day and 
evening, and will doubtless be due 
for a run. The story is by James 
Oliver Curwood, and has strength 
and appeal throughout, while its di- 
ee and acting are well nigh per- 
ect. 

Lewis Stone was fine and adequate 
in a role which called for personal- 
ity, inasmuch as, while heroic, it 
was, after all, largely a feeder. Lon 
Chaney, that amazingly versatile 
young actor, is appealing, magnetic, 
as well as dramatically strong, as 
Raoul. Betty Blythe, even with her 
ravishing beauty, is like some rare 
and graceful flower of the mountains 
as Nanette, and in addition shows 
pastion and fire.

Marvelous photography, with many 
colored scenes, adds its subtle, but 
inealculably potent charm to the 
story.

BOSWORTH FEATURE. 


EMOTIONAL PORTRAIT BY STAR 
IN “HIs OWN LAW.”

Were it not for an inconclusive 
finale, “His Own Law,” showing this 
week at the 
might conjure up a fine panorama of 
human feeling. In fact, it does 
emotionalize very vidvidly in many 
of the scenes where Hobart Bosworth 

as J. C. MacNeir visualizes those 
traits of friendship betwe@hR man 
and man, than which there is noth- 
ing finer under the meridian. 

But our national viewpoint is 
agginst suggested probabilities and 
question marks. We're all from Mis- 
souri, even when it comes to marital 
tangles. And so when we view the 
pseudo-Enoch Arden situation of a 
man returning to find that another 
man has marired the woman he loved 
and, out of friendship, is assuming 
responsibilities of parenthood, we 
want to know a way out of the tangle.

this is hardly convincing screen evi- 
dence. 

In this picture the strueture of'a 
very good dramatic theme is dyna- 
mited when the French soldier-lover 
jreturns from the wars. (One won- 
ders why in thunder he didn’t write 
even if he was in a German prison 
camp. What was he doing, frolick- 
ing around the pretzel maidens? 

Issues are forced at several other 
times in the picture via the .ma- 
chinated incident. But aside from 
these plot faults there are redeem- 
ing situations wherein a variegated 
pattern of motives is woven, and 
the characterizations rise to reality 
because of their distinctiveness and 
the quality of the acting. 

Bosworth, as usual, is the essence 
of ease and superlative idealism in 
his portrait of the rough MacNeir. 
He régisters the smile or the tear 
with equal c@tainty.
